A popularized, non-technical discussion of the potentials of CATV and the 
present and future economics of the system. Points out shortcomings of 
current municipal regulation; urges public utility regulation of cable 
and open access for local community voices ?

In order tc increase citizen 
access to the widest variety of information inputs, it is proposed that 
"the configuration of the telecommunications network of the future should 
be determined largely by competitive evolution rather than by imposed
